IN DIFFERENT PARTS OF THE WORLD. 

E read, in the feventeenth volume of the 

General Hiftory of Voyages and Travels,

py in making this fmall facrifice, as a proof of 
the efeem which I entertain for you.” 

In Languedoc, in the thirteenth, fourteenth, 
and fifteenth centuries, when a man or a woman 
was caught in the a¢t of adultery, the criminal 
was condemned to run naked, in the middle of 
the day, from one end of the town to the other. 

In public calamities, the Ethiopians fometimes

HE late advices from France, fays the Cen- 
tinel, may be relied on. The treaty with 
Prufia, was proclaimed at Rochfort, the day be- 
fore the frigate, arrived at Newport, failed. 
The Republic of Venice has named an Ambafia- 
dor to the French Republic. Nothing is men- 
tioned of Spain, in the French papers. The 
fege of Mentz and Luxumbourg, were profe- 
cuting with vigour.—The befiegers of the for- 
mer, {wear they will take it, notwithitanding its 
numerous Auttrian garrifon—and near the latter 
the French have deftroyed above an hundred 
houfes to facilitate their operations. At the date 
of the laft accounts tranquility was reftored at 
at Paris, and Gen. Pichegru had fet out to join 

his army. 
Extraét of a letter, dated London, the 28th of 

April, 1795. 

«© We have already written by this convey- 
ance—We have now. to inform you of a Treaty 
of Peace having been concluded between tne 
French Republic and the King of Proffia. It is 
alfo reported on the authority of an American 
Captain, who left Dunkirk on Saturday laft, that 
there had alfo been concluded a Peace with the 
Kings of Spain Sardinia; and the public opinion 
is, that a General Peace is not far diitant.”’ 
Extract of a private letter from the Hague, Apri 

8, (14th Germinal.) 

«« The rft of this month feditious movements 
of a very feditious nature manifefted themfelves 
in feveral places of our province, efpecially in 
Amiterdam, Delft, and many og 

«« The infurgents mounted the Orange cock- 
ade, and committed feveral excefles againft the 
moft confpicuous patriots. General Daradies, 
on his paflage through Lifle, on the road to Am- 
fterdam, was aflaulted and dragged through the 
ftreets ; and it was not without a great deal of 
firmnefs and courage that he got out of the hands 
of thofe vagabonds. 

“« The revolt was raifed here by a boatman, 
who exhibited a large Orange eockade in the 
morning, which foon after occafioned great tu- 
mult: but the firmnefs of our French brethren, 
and the national guards, prevented more ferious 
confequences.° 

« The principal leaders of this revolt have 
been arrefted, and are expected to be feverely 
punifhed. Scaffolds are already raifed. 

“© We hear that fifty rebels have been arrefted 
in Amfterdam, and foon will receive the recom- 
pence of their crimes.” 

COMMOTIONS in FRANCE. 

From a very haity perufal of the Paris papers 
of the 12th April, it appears, that provifions, 
bread efpecially, is extremely {carce througheut 
the nation. Riots have taken place in confe- 
quence, in feveral places. At Rouen, the peo- 
ple rofe, feized the cannon at the Town-Houfe, 
cried out, ‘ Long live Louis XVII. he alone 
can procure us bread,”? overawed the National 
guards, and appeared bent on fomething defpe- 
rate; and were not perfuaded to difperfe without 
gteat difficulty. It alfo appears, that fomething 
very ferious took place at Paris about the 1ft of 
April, when a decree of accufation paffed againft 
Barrere and his accomplices. The Convention 
was grofily infulted by an immenfe mob, above 
half women, who undera pretence of afking for 
bread, urged on, no doubt, by the rovaliits or 
anarchifts, or both, rufhed into the hall of the 
Affembly, clamoroufly demanded bread, calling 
On the mountain ‘‘ to thunder on the heads of 
the Prerons and Talliens, and once more fave the 
sountry.”” ‘Lhe. Prefident befeeched them ** to 











retire, and leave the Affembly to deliberate 
calmly for the general good.” The prefs, how- 


ever, continued to increafe, till the members were 
abfolutely forced from their feats, obliged to adr 
journ in confufion, and make their eicape ove 
the baluftrades. 

General Pichegrn happening to be then at Pa- 
ris, concerting meafures with government for the 
enfuing campaign; the Committee of General 
Welfare ftruck a bold ftroke, and immediately 
appointed him.temporary commandant of the Pa- 
ris militia. At their head he foon quelled the 
rioters ; but not before he had been obliged to 
exercife his courage, firmnefs and prudence. One 
attempt was made to aflailinate him, by which he 
was wounded in the breatt by a piltol ball; he 
had a horfe killed undef him, and was difmonnt- 
ed and thrown to the ground three times during 
the riot. One young officer, who was active in 
arrefting the ring-leaders, after having his thigh 
bechedn te a mufket ball, fell, and was inftantly 
feized by the women, who tore off his clothes, 
and were actually beginning to EAT HIM ALIVE, 
when he was refcued. [It is worthy of remark, 
that the women were by far the moit abufive in 
their language when in the Convention] The 
real citizens of Paris and the National guard 
were not concerned in the riot, but chearfally 
rallied at next fitting of the Convention, fur- 
rounded the hall, and {wore to protect the ho- 
nour and dignity of the government, of perifh. 
Several others of the violent party, the fuppofed 
authors of the late commotions were expelled. 
In fhort, it appears the moderates have com- 
pletely triumphed over their opponents. When 
thefe accounts left Paris, all was calm; the ill- 
difpofed were watched, and the Convention, 
with Republican guards at every avenue, were 
deliberating in fecurity and tranqaility.

HORRID MURDER, 

By a gentleman juft from.the weftern country, 
we have received the following intelligence: a- 
bout the laft of April, a fet STacahdsrere, who 
feigned to be hunting horfes, entered the houfe of 
M. de la Tebeuff, a French fettler on Clinch riv- 
er, Ruffel county, Virginia, one of which com- 
plained of being canned. The politenefs of M. 
Tebeuff, thought to be anequalled, obferved, that 
they feemed fatigued, afked them if they would 
take a glafs of wine and have brealkfaft. At the 
time they were partaking of the wine, &c. they 
were obferved to laugh privately at each other, 
after which they went out and returned with un- 
common change of countenance. No fooner had 
M. Tebeuff, who was walking acrofs the floor, 
turned his back, but they with the breach of their 
guns beat out his brains, and inftantly knocked 
down his fon and houfekeeper, and after murderin 
them (as they fuppos’d) plundered his houfe of a- 
bout 3091. in cath, befides many valuable cloaths, 
watches, &c.

The confpirators from account 
was about 12in number, and to whom is imputed 
many depredations in the wildernets, on Kentucky 
road. ‘They were purfued and three of them tak- 
en and condemned by Ruffel-county court, where 
they ftill remain im goal, one of which has con- 
fefled this intended murder: another is the noted 
Obadiah Paine, formerly of Bedford. They are 
in parfuit of the perpetrators of this horrid miur- 
der, bat have not taken them.
